Duncan was dismissed from the police 
force after the board found him guilty of 
failing to report for work and failing to 
properly notify his.supervisor of his inten- 
tion to take a sick day. An appeal of that 
decision has been filed in Madisén County 
Circuit Court. 

Rosenburg was given an oral repri- 
mand by Capt. Glenn Wright for refusing 
and order to arrest subjects who Rosen- 
burg said he had no probable cause to 
believe had committed a crime 

The board refused to hear Rosenburg 
and Apperson’s appeals, citing state stat- 
utes calling for a hearing only in cases 
involving a loss of money for the officer 

Fiss ruled that the department rules

Melton said Wednesday that he had.not 
seen the suit and was “really surprised.”

BELLEVILLE — A judge on 
Friday rescinded a gag order 
prohibiting the Suburban Jour- 
nals from publishing information 
from a court-ordered psychologi-- 
cal exam of murder suspect 
Timothy Hayden. 


Hayden is charged with the 
July 27 stabbing death of his 
wife, Theresa ‘‘Tracy” Hayden, 
at Dundee’s restaurant, 6401 W. 
Main St. 


St. Ciair County Associate 
Judge James M. Radcliffe HI 
had issued an order on Monday 
prohibiting the publication of 
any information contained in a 
psychological evaluation that 
psychologist Daniel Cuneo r- 
formed .on Hayden. Radcliffe

However, Radcliffe lifted the 
order at a hearing Friday. An 
attorney for the Suburban Jour- 
nails had filed a motion Thursday 
to quash the gag order. 
“I cannot find at this point ... 
that the publication of an article 
ed upon information in this 
report would prevent a fair trial 
in this case, and even if I could, 
there are less drastic measures 
(than the gag order),”’ Radcliffe 
said Friday. ‘“‘And I am not 
going to ban the publication of 
the information in the report. 
“It’s certainly not going to 
make my job any easier, but I 
am satisfied that Mr. Hayden 
will be able to get a fair trial.’’

Hayden’s four-year marriage to 
Theresa ‘‘Tracy’’ Hayden was 
marked by drinking binges ‘and 
severe mood shifts that left Hay- 
den bouncing between extreme 
affection and, intense hatred for 
his late wife, a psychological 
profile of Hayden shows. 

According to a copy of the 
evaluation obtained by a Journal 
reporter, a mental disorder of 
thought, mood and behavior 
allegedly caused Hayden to 
attack his wife July 27 in a 
Belleville pub. 

The report also describes Hay- 
den as ‘a time bomb waiting to 
explode.”’ He. remembers little 
about what happened the night 
he allegedly stabbed his wife to 
death in front of several wit- 
nesses, the report states. : 

Throughout the various evalu- 
ations, Hayden referred to his 
wife the present tense"’ ‘and 
has had episodes where he 
believed he heard his children 
talking to him, the report states. 

Despite the alleged impair- 
ment, the report states Hayden 
was sane at the time of the Stab 
but would qualify for a 
guilty-but- 3 
murder charges ag. 

However, defense attorney 
James Gomric has. said he would 
pursue a defense of not guilty by 
reason of insanity. No hearing 
date has been set by St. Clair 
County Associate Judge James 
Radcliffe on the psychological 
evaluation; however, results of 
the evaluation are expected to 
be brought out during the trial, 
scheduled to’start Jan. 7 

Prosecutor Scott Mansfield 
declined comment about infor- 
mation contained in the psycho- 
logical profile. 

Hayden, 30, was arrested- July 
27 and charged with the stabbing 
death of his estranged wife, Tra- 
cy of 48 Signal Hill Blvd., in

The couple had been in the 
middle of a heated divorce battle 
since their separation on May 31, 
records show. —, 

According to the Nov. 5 report 
by psychologist Daniel J. Cuneo, 
Hayden's 14-year bout with alco- 
holism and an intense identity 
crisis made him an ‘‘extremely 
dependent, insecure individual 
with strong needs for attention 
and approval.” 

According to the report, Hay- 
den has undergone sporadic psy- 
chiatric treatment since 1978 
because of drug abuse, alcohol 
abuse, severe depression and 
anxiety, or a combination of all 
Oftentimes, he was discharged 
against medical advice, . the 
report shows. 

In August 1979, Hayden. was 
diagnosed by a Memorial Hospi- 
tal psychiatrist as suffering from 
schizophrenia and had homicidal 
and suicidal tendencies, médical 
records show : 

Before meeting his wife, Hay 
den was drinking “upwards to a 
fifth of booze and (taking) 20 to 
24 Valiums a day,” the report 
states. . 

Cuneo evaluated Hayden at 
the St. Clair County Jail on five 
separate. occasions. The evalua- 
tion was ordered by Radcliffe 
after Gomric notified the court 
he would pursue an insanity 
defense. 

In the report, Cuneo said sev- 
eral tests show Hayden to be an 
“individual who feels completely 
overwhelmed and has few, if 
any, coping skills left.” ss

wife was magnified by panic 
attacks he allegedly suffered fol

“Obviously, we’re very happy 
with ‘the decision,’* he said. 
“This should have been pub- 
lished Wednesday, though. A gag 
order is a last-resort tool of a 
judge, and Judge Radcliffe used 
it first. There’s no question Hay- 
beg still can receive a fair tri- 
al.” 

James Craven, an attorney for 
the’ Ilinois Press Association’ 
was also pleased to hear the 
order had been rescinded. 

“Clearly, restraining orders 
like this that prohibit what peo- 
ple- can publish can rarely if 
ever be used,’’ Craven said. ‘It 
was a mistake to issue (the 
order) and a great thing to lift

December 1987. The attacks,- 
which were marked by ¢hest 
Pains and a fear of dying, often 
would lead him to alcohol, some- 
times culminating in physical 
confrontations with his wife, the 
report states. 

**He would either adore her 
(Tracy) or beat her,’’ Cuneo 
wrote. 

Cuneo said Hayden ‘gambled 
the~couple’s- last $40-on-a-horse 
race May 30, causing Tracy 
Hayden to leave him. when he 
allegedly came home drunk. 

Hayden's separation from his 
wife and two children made him 
emotionally distraught. Accord- 
ing to the report, Hayden “lived 
simply off of Gatorade” and lost 
about 35 pounds. 

“‘He would sleep with his 
child’s teddy bear and their pic- 
tures becuuse he missed them so 
much," Cuneo wrote 

During the ensuing weeks, 
Hayden allegedly suffered sever- 
al more panic attacks, made 
threats to kill himself and his 
estranged wife, and literally 
lived -in ‘a daze,"' the report 
states 

About a month before the 
stabbing, Hayden was admitted 





to St. Elizabeth’s Hospitai for 
emotional distress, but left 
against medical advice, the 


report shows. 

The day of the stabbing, ‘Hay- 
den is said to have ridden a 
bicycle aimlessly around Belle- 
ville, periodically stopping and 
breaking down in tears

According to Hermeling’s 
motion to quash the order, 
Illinois Supreme Court and Unit- 
ed States Supreme Court have 
created a three-part test that 
must be met before a gag order 
can be issued: 

“The order must set forth spe- 
cifie factual findings supported 
by evidence; the, findings must 
pose a clear and t-danger 
or a serious and imminent threat 
to the fairness and integrity of 
the trial; and there must be no 
ether alternatives available -to 
solve the problem.” 





Alternatives. include moving 
the trial to another venue, 
sequestering or instructing the 
jury; and more careful selection 
of the jury, she said. 


Radcliffe said Cuneo’s report 
is protected under doctor-client 
privilege, and would not become 
part of the public record unless 
parties-in- the-case refer to it 
during the trial. : 


“My obligation as of Monday 
was to assure that the defendant 


, in this case.ultimately got a fair 


trial," he said. “And if I had to 
bruise the First Amendment for 
a few days in order to do that, I 
was willing to do that. I didn’t 
do it lightly.

Pontoon failed homework 


Two times recently, Pontoon Beach trustees showed major 
flaws in their ability to administer government. 

Both came during a meeting last week to approve a new tax 
levy. 

In the first major mistake, trustees advertised that they 
were planning to levy $115,120 for general fund property 
taxes in the 1990-91 fiscal year. This would have been a major 
change from previous years‘when no ptoperty tax was levied 
for the general fund. 

However, after it was pointed out by a sharp-eyed resident 
that the board: had repeated several line items within its 
budget, trustees recalculated and discovered that they did 
not need to levy any property taxes for the general fund after 
all. In ‘fact, they-came up with a.surplus from the previous 

ear. 

There is no excuse for such poor fiscal practice.’ Village 
government, no matter how inexperienced at budgeting, still 
has responsibility to the taxpayers it serves. Pontoon Beach 
trustees should have a couple of experts look at the way they 
calculate things to make sure they’ve got their numbers 
straight before scking anything of taxpayers. ~ 

In the second incident in question, occurring during the 
same special meeting last Thursday, Pontoon trustees voted 
4-2 to extend their agenda and talk about several other issues. 

Such non-unanimous actidn is not allowed under village 
ordinances. The Illinois Open Meetings Act also states that 
public notice of any special meeting shall also include the 
agenda for the special meeting. Pontoon Beach published a 
meeting notice, but said nothing about talking about anything 
other than the tax levy. The other issues were not remotely 
connected to the tax levy. 

Trustees Robert-Douglas and Marvin Ribbing, to their 
credit, voted against amending the agenda to discuss other 
matters. To our dismay, Lou Whitsell, Robert Abel, Irene 
Karlechik and Loren Madison did not. Village ordinances 
require approval by all trustees to amend the agenda in a 
special meeting, and that would appear to be a simple enough 
rule to prove that the meeting should have concluded at that 
point. But discussion continued anyway. ots 

The village attorney has been asked to render an opinion on 
whether, action taken outside of the tax levy topie should be 
voided. He should say yes. Any other response would be a 
breach of trust between board and constituents. 


Arena idea backward step 


We have-voiced hearty praise for the way St. Louis, St. 
Louis County and Missouri leaders developed the successful 
plan to build a 70,000-seat domed stadium as part of the 
growing Ceryantes Convention Center. ¥ 

Unfortunately, an unrelated plan for an 18,000-seat down- 
town arena doesn’t qualify for praise and we doubt that it will 
be launched prior to'a Dec. 31 tax-break deadline. = 

Announced hurriedly after secret planning, much of -it 
borrowed from an earlier-plan, the néw arena sounds 
annovative; it would leave Kiel Opera House intact and 
replace 12,000-seat Kiel Auditorium. But the 18,000-seat 
Arena on Oakland Avenue would be razed, with the hope of 
developing a retail center there. 

The proposed indoor facility at Kiel is too small to attract a 
National Basketball Association franchise. Even without the 
NBA, it would be impossible to adequately schedule ice 
hockey, soccer, university basketball, concert, wrestling, ice 
show, circus{ rodeo and. other programs that the public 

.desires to patronize. There just aren’t enough prime days, or 
any other kinds of days, in the year. 

Another not-so-minor matter is the lack of sufficient 
parking spaces in the current proposal. A:snew parking study 
released this week underscores and intebsifies this concern. 

We think it’s time to go back to the drawing boards and 
come up with a better approach.

GRANITE CITY — Cable TV 
subscribers may not find Jan. 1 
to be a very happy day” this 
year. Cencom Cable has 
announced that its basic service 
rate will be increased by $2.50 
on that date -for subscribers in 
the Madison County area served 
bu the company, including Gran- 
ite City, Collinsville, Edwards- 
ville, Maryville, Troy and High- 
land. 


The current rate of $17.95 for. 


basic cable television service 
will jump to $20.45. Senior citi- 
zens will continue to receive a 
discount of $2 off the regular 
monthly rate 

But cable viewers may eventu- 
ally see some retief. The steady 
rise of cable rates here and else- 
where is prompting new efforts 
at ‘‘re-regulation”™ of cable. 

Brian Kennedy, a spokesman 
in Sen. Paul Simon’s (D-Illinois) 
Washington, D.C., office, said 
complaints are coming into his 
office from throughout the nation 
about the soaring prices of cable 
subscriptions 

And an aide to Sen. John Dai 
forth, R-Missouri, said a bill is 


highest ranking member of the 
Commeree...Cémmittee, which 
deals with the communication 
industry. 

“We are getting a lot of calls 
and complaints from consumers, 
especially in the St. Louis and 
Jefferson City, Mo., areas. Peo- 
ple are telling us they are fed up 
with terrible cable service, poor 
reception and skyrocketing 
rates,” the aide said. 

Danforth introduced a bill in 
November 1989 to -reinstitute 
some public control over the 
_ cable industry. 

“The bill would have returned 
some public authority over such 
things as rate increases. It 
would have established some 
minimum standards and, hope- 
fully, spurred some competi- 
tion,"’ said the aide, who asked 
that her name not be used. 

No action was taken on the 
bill before the end of the con- 
gressional session, but the aide 
said Danforth has given the bill 
top priority for early January. 

Since Cencom’s purchase of 
the local cable system from 
South-Western Cable TV Ltd. in 
August 1986, cable rates have 
steadily increased. 

The basic cable 


rate in 


ers under Cencom took effect on_ 


Jan. 1, 1987, when rates were 
inereased to $10.95. 

In a little over four years, the 
basic rate has more than dou- 
bled. 

Many say the rate increases 
are due in large part to the_ 
deregulation of the cable indus- 
try in 1984. . 

Dave Miller, Cencom’s system 
manager, in a written statement 
said increased operating costs 
were merely being passed on to 
consumers, 

One of the reasons Miller cited 
was the ‘‘...recent inflationar: 
pressure driven by increased oil 
prices on the cost of fuel for 
vehicles, coaxial cable, ete. 

“Our customers have told us 
they want responsive customer 

repair service, convenient 
hours of service at accessible 
locations, prompt telephone 
response, quality programming 
and better signal reliability. Cen- 
com has listened and made 
many positive changes,”’ Miller 
said. - 

Even though the basic rate 
will increase, Miller said other 
services will remain unchanged 
Cencom will continue to provide 
free repair service and maintain

Sometimes fathers contact this office and 
inquire about the possibility of reducing their 
child support obligation. In some cases, 
these men were not repr nted by an at- 
tornéy at the time of the original divorce. They 
frequently indicate that they merely agreed to 
a sum of child support without considering 
what they could afford. Several months later, 
many fathers in this situation realize they are 
Paying more than than other men in similar 
circumstances. They then inquire about a 
possible reduction in support. 

How does a father know if the amount of 
child support he agreed to is excessive? 'Il- 
linois law provides that the Court shall deter- 
mine the minimum amount of support by us- 
ing certain guidelines. A father with ene child 
is to pay a minimum of 20% of his net income 
toward ‘child support. Two children will-_re- 
quire-a minimum of 25% of the supporting 
party's net-income. 

It. should’ be noted, however, that just
